Jl  Few  Suggestions  for  Planting 
a  IJoung  Orchard 

First,  decide  on  the  location  which  should  be 
a  deep,  well  drained  soil,  with  good  soil  and  air 
drainage,  preferably  a  north  or  eastern  slope,  in 
most  localities  these  slopes  are  considered  best. 

After  your  location  has  been  selected,  pre¬ 
pared  and  staked  the  desired  distance,  (in  pre¬ 
paring  the  ground,  the  deeper  the  plowing  the 
better)  dig  a  hole  of  sufficient  depth  and  width 
to  admit  all  roots  without  cramping,  placing  top 
soil  in  one  place,  and  bottom  soil  in  another. 
Secure  a  well  rooted,  'sturdy  tree  of  the  desired 
variety.  Cut  away  all  broken  or  injured  roots 
from  the  under  side.  Place  tree  in  the  hole  about 


two  inches  deeper  than  it  was  in  the  nursery 
row,  or  about  even  with  junction  bud.  Spread 
roots  evenly,  so  they  will  feed  from  all  sides, 
place  top  soil  in  bottom  and  pack  well,  even 
with  top,  then  place  two  or  three  inches  of  loose 
soil  on  top.  Hoe  and  cultivate  well  during  the 
growiiip-  season. 

In  pruning  —  Space  the  main  structural 
branches  on  trunk  six  inches  apart.  This  will 
form  a  strong  trunk  and  thus  avoid  c»'ntch  split¬ 
ting  in  the  future.  Four  or  five  main  -brances 
should  be  sufficient  to  form  a  well  balanced  tree.
